1 . Claims 2-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claim 3, prior art, Kane (US 4,381,566), teaches a variable tuning antenna 
comprising: a radiation element; and a tuning circuit connected to the radiation element in series, 
the tuning circuit comprising a first inductance element and a parallel circuit which is connected 
to the first inductance element in series, the parallel circuit comprising a second inductance 
element and a variable capacitance element connected to each other in parallel, wherein the 
tuning circuit is formed so as to be tunable in the desired frequency band by varying the 
capacitance of the variable capacitance element, and the tuning circuit is set so that a combined 
reactance of the radiation element and the first inductance element and a combined reactance of 
the parallel circuit are canceled by each other, and the parallel circuit does not resonate in a 
desired receiving frequency band. Prior art, fails however, alone or in combination, to teach the 
radiation element comprises a first antenna element and a second antenna element connected to 
each other electrically in series, one end of the second antenna element that is opposite to the 
first antenna element being connected to a feeding part through the tuning circuit, the first 
antenna element and the second antenna element being formed in an electric length so as to 
resonate at a frequency within the desired frequency band by the total length, and so as to 
resonate at a first frequency band of a wide band in the desired frequency band with the tuning 
circuit, and a connecting part of the first antenna element and the second antenna element being 
directly connected to the feeding part without the tuning circuit, so as to resonate at a second 
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frequency band, which is different from the first frequency band, and to be non-resonant in the 
first frequency band, by only the first antenna element. 

Claims 2 and 4-7 are allowable for at least depending on allowable claim 3.
